New Inventions in Arins, |

It becomes duily more evident that
wot only Krauce, but also Prussia, hag
fur a number of years silently but
steadily made the must agtive prepu-
rations for the great strugula for lu-
copean supremacy whioh has just now
commencad batwaen tham.

This is not only indicated by a
thorough reorganizution of both the
French and the Goerman armies, but
also by the strenuous efforta of each
to produce weapons wore improved
and of greater destractiveiiess than
possessod by the other.

It is cluimed by tbe Fronch that
the Chessapot is an iraprovement on
the Zuudoadelgewehr, aud, s long s
the latter served them as a model,
they ave probably all right there
Besides that, they bhave introduoed
into their artillery servioa a light
fisld-piceo, a kind of revilving can.
non, called the mitrailleuss, Baid to be
most effective against infuntry and
cavalry.

All of a sudden one hears, however,
of several new inventions. quiety iu-
troduced by Prussia, und first amongst
them a gun which oun be fired twenty-
two times a minute with ouse, and
said to be a decided improvement ou
both the Zundoadelgewehr and the
Chessepot. In coonection with this
they have an improved arrangemen:
for carrying 200 rounds of ammuuition.

The superiority of this new gun
beoomes uas once self-evident, inus-
much as the present needle gun can
only be fired off about ten ur twelve
times a minute, and a soldier oarries
ouly sixty rounds of ammuuition.

It is, therefore, at least twice ns
effuctive as their present style of nee-
dle gun, and a cousideruble number
of them have alrcady been mannfic-
tured and is veady to be distributed
among tho army. Aunother new in-
vention of which the Prussians seem
to think wuch of, is a kiod of heavy
and very large riflo with o oast-steel
barrel four avd a half feet long, and
mouuted on two light wheels very
wuch like a piece of artillery.

[t is named the wallbuechse or
wall rifle, probably because a similar
very heavy and long rifle hiz been in
use duriog the middle ages for the de-
deunce of the walls and burigpts of ons-
tilos--aud - othor furtifioadfons: - Tho
wall rifle bas been distributed exclu-
sively among the infantry, every bat-
talion of which has now a number of
them. It is aimed and fired off by a
soldier kneeling behind it and catch-
ing the recoil, in order to steady the
sim, by meaus of a padded cushion or
snddle. T'ho distauce at which this
new guo carries is vary great, the same
as that of the heaviest artillery, Tt
shoota with great precision, and seems
to be more purtioularly destined to be
